Messrs. Dennistoun exercised no other effect 
tliau that of causing consols to open at a decline 
of an eighth, and the movement of the bank 
to 10 per cent., produced only a further fall of a 
quarter, from which there was ultimately a reac 
tion 

The first transactions in consols for money 
were at to 7 8 They then remained for 

some time at ** 5 a to 3 4 , whence on the breaking 
up of the Bank Court there was a decline to 883g, 
stock being offered at that price. A partial re 
oo very soon occurred, and the last operations 
were at 96% for money, an 1 89 to for the ?th 
of December. After regular hours there was a 
further improvement ol more than an eigh h, al- 
though the failure of the Western Bank of Scot 
land then transpired.

From the London Times, Xev. 11. 

The funds have shown absolute buoyancy to 
dav, ( Tuesday, Nov 10.) and have closed at a 
further considerable advance. In mercantile 
quarters, also, there h is perhaps been rather less 
uneasiness, and the tendency to a partial recov- 
ery of confidence would have been stronger but 
for a manifestation of banking distrust at Glas- 
gow, in consequence of the closing yesterday of 
the Western Bank of Scotland. The attempts to 
create alarm at the high rate of discount in order 
to obtain an unlimited issue of notes, seem to 
have diminished, respectable traders being un- 
willing to avow either that they are so destitute 
of capital as to be seriously imperilled by the 
existing charges, or that their object is to in

very favorable character. 

The Financial Cri«.i*> in Scotland. 

From the North British Daily Mail. Nov. ni. 
Monday was a day of deep anxiety and gloom 
in commercial circles in Glasgow. The suspen 
sion of Messrs. Dennistoun Ac Co gave a shock 
to the whole community, for which the great ma 
jority of course, were quite unprepared; but it 
s win became apparent that however painful to the 
city, from the Glasgow origin and long high 
standing of the firm, that event would entail 
comparatively little loss on this district, the 
Messrs Dennistoun having made no effort to sus 
tain themselves by any irregular transactions 
here, but at once suspeuded when they found one 
:i . verse billow after another beating ag^Bt them 
from the I'nited States. Rumors to be 

circulated, however, as the forenooJi Ibre OO, 
with respect to a much graver affair, f TR, West- 
ern Bauk was 6aid to l* on the eve tj\f stoppage 
At 2 o'clock the worst anticipations 'were realiz 
ed by the closing of that esublishmeti, and 
the posting of a placard on the doors tint the 
directors had found it necessary to suspend, pay- 
ments. 

Such an event has long been unknown in Scot 
laud, and it would be difficult to describe the feel- 
ings which it excited in this large community. 
Strong dissatisfaction was expressed at the re- 
fusal of the older Scotch bauks to lend the neces- 
sary aid in this severe crisis to the Western, and 
this dissatisfaction is likely to be increased the 
more the circumstances become known. The bad 
management and bad debt* of the Western Bank 
are uow notorious. The diminished resource 
arising from these self-inflicted calamities was 
the evil to begin with. But the great wealth of 
the proprietary, and the healthy field of busi 
ness that remained to the bank, were amply suffi 
cient to have surmounted this difficulty. — 
There was no run upon the bank for gold — 
no discredit attached to its notes — no suspicion in 
any quarter of the solvency of the institution. 

But there began against, the bank a process of 
what we call «'«ap and mine," bv the withdrawal 
of deposit accounts in the city, and of interest de 
posits in the country branches Persons not re 
ceiving the accommodation to which they were 
accustomed, or fearful of not receiving it, with 
drew their accounts; and carrying out the notes 
of the Western Bank, deposited tbem in other 
banking establishments. A heavy balance was 
thus formed against the Western in the weekly 
exchanges of notes, and these balances, according 
to custom, had to be met by exchequer bills. It 
was to enable it to clear off this by weekly lia 
bility that the aid of the older and chartered banks 
was invoked, and in the first instance granted 
But these concerns soon pulled up. 

THE REVULSION ON THE CONTINENT. 

Paris (Nov. 7.} Correspondence ef London Post. 

As might b" expected, we have had another 
gloomy monetary week. The decision of the 
bank authorities in England to advance the rate 
of discount to 9 per cent, immediately acted on 
the Bank of France. The directors were called 
together, and after much discussion no immedi 
ate steps were taken to follow the policy of the 
Bank of England ; but every one here expects 
the rate of discount will reach 10 per cent, on 
your side of the water before the crisis is over; 
and, under such circumstances, the Bank of 
France will again increase its charges for accom- 
modation. 

We have no modern precedent for such a state 
of things in this country, and the policy of the 
Bank of France is severely criticised by the com- 
mercial journals. Trade is suffering ail over the 
country from this universal pressure — goods can 
neither be bought nor sold; orders are counter- 
manded, and the winter trade in manufactured 
goods is considerably suspended Paper is com 
ing back from the United States dishonored, and 
the state of the European continental money 
market worse every day, so that the pressure is 
felt on all sides. The German money markets 
are in a worse condition than those of England 
and France. 

Failures are taking place in all directions. 
During the past week a conference has taken 
place at Frankfort of German jankers, in order 
to come to an understanding with each other, 
and if possible, to create confidence. The estab 
lisbments represented on that occasion were 
those of Darmstadt. Hamburg, Meiningen, Lux- 
embourg, Gotha, Thuringen, Homburg, Bucket 
burg, and Rostock. The conference , which was ness and flavor 



presided over by Prince Felix de Hohenlohe, eu 
deavored to find out guarantees calculated to re 
assure the public as to their stability. 

The delegates decided that the notes issued 
should be covered by one-third in specie ami two 
thirds in good bills with three signatures; also, 
that au official return should be published at 
least once a mouth; that a mutual control should 
be exercised by the several establishments, and 
that the governments should be invited to take 
part in such control. A statement to the above 
etb-riir-to be presented to the Zollvereign — 
Meanwhile the latest advices from Vienna say: 
"The situation is the same; want of confidence 
increases, on account of the delay of govern- 
ment measures long siuce promised " 

But what can government do but hope to pre- 
vent national bankruptcy by reducing the army? 
And here comes in a difficult political question, 
which, however, is, we are assured, to be put 
aside, measures having been taken to economise 
military expenditure Austria has gone on bor 
rowing money to cover her yearly deficits until 
no more can be obtained, and especially at such 
a crisis as this. Although the prospect on all 
sides is so dark, we do not expect any failures of 
the larsre barking establishments iu France; 
but what we must experience for some time 
to come is a suspension of commercial enter 
prise. 

rosta Kica Envoys Introduced to Presi- 
dent Buchanan. 

Senor Escalante and Senor Molina were on 
Tuesday presented by Secretary Cass to the 
President, as special envoys from Costu Rica to 
this Government. Senor Molina's credentials as 
such were brought by his colleague, with instruc 
tions for them to act together. 

Senor Moliua thus addressed the President: 
Mr President — The Government of Costa 
Rica, actuated by the most friendly feelings to 
wards the United States and their enlightened ad- 
ministration under President Buchanan, and by 
liberal v.ewson matters of paramount importance 
to both countries, and of great interest to com 
merce. deemed it convenient to credit us on a 
special mission as Envoys Extraordinary and 
Ministers Plenipotentiary near this government, 
in the hope that this mission, being received with 
a similar friendly and liberal spirit, may con- 
tribute to strengthen and develope the good rela 
tions already established by treaty between the 
two nations. While we have the honor to hand 
to the President of the United States the letters 
that credit us in said capacity, it is our duty to 
express the confidence in the integrity and wis 
dom of the federal government entertained by 
the President and the people of Costa Rica, for 
the preservation of those rights and legitimate 
interests which belong to that republic as a sov- 
ereign State. 

Sharing the expectation of our government, we 
shall do everything in our power to deserve the 
benevolence of the American government and the 
people in fulfilment of our duty; and we should 
deem ourselves most happy if we had the fortune 
thus to be instrumental in the advancement of 
those principles of justice and freedom on which 
the foundation was laid of the wonderful Rpaal 
ness of this republic. 

In reply, Mr. Buchanan expressed the pleasure 
he felt in receiving these gentlemen thus accredit 
ed, and assured them that the United States could 
wish no wrong to Costa Rica: but her wish and 
policy would bet > advance and prosper her inter 
ests; and "that he would be rejoiced to see all 
the Central American States united in one con- 
federacy."

Gov. Walker came on board at Leavenworth 
with the mo»t remarkable jlM of traveling appara 
tus ever seen on this thoroughfare. Anions oth 
er portions of his outfit in his whole Kansas li 
brary, boxed and secured apparently for a long 
journey. In addition to this he has about two 
dray loads of miscellaneous freight, composing. 
I should say, all the moveable property belong 
ing to the Governor of Kansas. His Excellency 
has not been communicative on the subject of bis 
early return to the Territory, whence his fellow 
passengers have inferied that he does not antici- 
pate reluming at all. 

There is to be no special session of the KmmM 
Legislature. The Free State Territorial Com 
mittee met in Lawrence a few days before we left 
the Territory and appointed a committee of their 
own number to wait upon the Governor and urge 
him to call such a session to take action con- 
cerning the moustrous proceedings of the l.e 
compton bogus convention. This committee di- 
vided itself into two embassies, one going to Le 
compton and the other to Leavenworth. The 
Governor was found at the latter place, or rather 
at an embryo town just outside of Leavenworth, 
and just inside of the Fort Leavenworth Reser- 
vation.

The committee said they would remain iu Leav- 
enworth until the Governor could post himself 
up. They called the next day in season to learn 
the Governor had takeu passage on the steamer 
Ogle-by for St. Louis. So I am informed by a 
gentleman who came on board just as the steam 
er shoved off. The committee which went to 
Lecompton found Stanton, ;mJ urged upou him 
the necessity of a special session He agreed 
fully with their views, and thought that course in 
dispensable, but of course declined to t ike any 
action on his own part while his superior was in 
the Territory. 

Gov. Walker has expressed himself \ ci v free 
ly during the trip concerning the framers of the 
Lecompton Constitution. In puintof fact the Gov- 
ernor has been much excited and horribly profane 
on this subject.

Turkey Fattening. — At this season of the year, 
the subject of fattening is of the greatest impor 
tauce. Many of the birds brought to market are 
very poor, and a little attention to this matter for 
a few weeks will increase the profits of the farm 
er and the pleasure of the customer. It is only 
when the cold comes, and turkeys are about six 
months old, says the Rural New" Y'orkcr, that they 
should be fed better and more plentiful food, in 
order to increase their size and plumpness tor 
market Indian corn, ground barley, wheat, also 
rice, and other articles used to fatten common 
fowls, are considered best for turkeys. Their 
weight, when well fattened and carried to market, 
should average twelve pounds; their living 
aud dead weight is as eighteen to twelve 
pounds. 

Much has been published of late in our agricul- 
tural journals in relation to the alimentary prop 
erties of charcoal. It has been repeatedly assert- 
ed that domestic fowls may be fattened on it with- 
out any other food, and that, too, in a shorter 
time than on the most nutritive grains. "I have 
recently made an experiment," says a writer for 
a Philadelphia paper, "and must say that the 
result surprised me, as I had always been rather 
skeptical. Four turkeys were confined in a pen 
and fed on meal, boiled potatoes and oats. Four 
others, of the same brood, were also, at the same 
time, confined iu another pen and fed on the same 
articles, but with one pint of very finely pulver 
ized charcoal mixed with their food — mixed meal 
and boiled potatoes. They had also a plentiful 
supply of broken charcoal in their pen. The 
eight were killed on the same day aud there wa9 
I difference of one and a half pounds each in fa 
vor of the fowls which had been supplied with the 
charcoal, thev being much the fattest, and the 
meat being greatly superior in point of 



Importation of Stock — We take the follow- 
ing from the New York Tribune: 

In the ship Baltic, from Liverpool, among 
other animals brought into this country for the 
purpose of making profit for their owners? and, 
il possible of improving our native stock, is a 
thoroughbred bay stallion called "Bonnie Scot 
land." He is a blood bay, black legged horse, 
without one spot of white about him, except a 
star on his forehead — the richest colored bay that 
we have ever seen- He stands full sixteen hands 
high, has the longest shoulder, deepest heart 
place, best forehead, and shortest saddle-place, 
aud more powerful quarters of any horse now be 
fore the public in our opinion. "Bonnie Scotland" 
is half brother of "Blink Bonny," the only winner 
of the Derby and the Oaks siuce Sir Charles Bur 
bury's "Eleanor," which won on those two "jMMl 
events" in 1801. "Bonnie Scotland" is now in 
New Jersey. He is the biggest racehorse, the 
best walker and the best trotter we have yet laid 
our eyes upon in the shape of an importation, 
and it'is worth observing that he runs back four 
or five times into the Herod, Matchem, Partner, 
and Regulus blood, which invariably nickt with 
our own nearly identical early Sir Archy strain- 
There is no richer ©r purer blood than this in 
England. "Bonnie Scotland" utheld by his own- 
ers at $10,000. 

Glass Nest Eggs. — These are a recent in- 
vention which may not have been seen by manv 
persons. They are made of white glass, and of 
so nearl y the shape and appearance of an egg as 
to deceive not only feathered but sometimes un 
feathered bipeds. At least we saw a bonneted 
' Biddy" call at an agricultural warehouse recent 
ly, and noticing a lot of the glass things, she iu 
quired "what they asked a dozen for eggs?" — 
These are very conveuient nest eggs for cold 
weather, as they are easily kept clean, are broken 
with difficulty, are not devoured by animals of 
any kind, and are equally as good as a bona Jide 
egg in the nest. They are, or should be, on sale 
at six ceuts each, or fifty cents a dozen, wherever 
agricultural apparatus is kept — American Agri- 
eulturaliit. 



The Meed of the Chinese Sugar ( aar Not 

Poisonous. 

The Mobile Mercury has lately :'itioned the 

public in relation to feeding stock with Chinese 
Sugar Cane The blades and stocLs are said to 
be excellent forage, but th si pronounced 
to be poisonous. Dr. Jackson, the distinguished 
chemist, attempted an analysis of the seed, but 
came to the conclusion that their properties can 
not be determined chemically, but only by MM) 
ally observing their effects upon animals. The 
latter point, however, has been satisfactorily de 
termincd by the following letter addressed to the 
Commissioner of Patents by Mr. D J. Browne, the 
head of the Agricultural Bureau: 

United States Patent Office, i 
November 16, 1857. ) 
Sir: Iu answer to the inquiry as to the poison- 
ous character of the seed of the Chinese Sugar 
Caue, when eaten by animals, I would inform 
you, not only from the authority of numerous 
persons who are in communication with this 
office, but from my own personal kuowled^e. that 
any conjecture or statement to that effect is w holly 
unfounded. 

I have seen cattle, horses, poultry and swine 
feed upon it freely, both in an unripe aud mature 
slate, without the slightest symptoms of injury or 
disease; and I have witnessed lor the last mouth 
several tame pigeons of this city constantly in the 
habit of feeding upon the seeds of some plants 
growiug in the yard adjoining my residence, ap- 
parently with impunity — a fact that would also 
seem to be confirmed by M. Vilmoriu, of Paris, 
who says the bones of poultry which had contin 
uously eaten the sorgho seed were c doreil red 
from their pellicles. 

I would further remark that Mr. A Marchalk, 
editor oi the Beltou (Texas) Independent, has 
recently made some "excellent bread" from dour 
ground from the seed of the Chinese Sugar Caue 
which had a deep pink color imparted to it from 
the small particles of the pellicles or hulls which 
the bolting-cloth did not separate. 

Here then is positive evidence that the entire 
seed, including the pellicle, has not only been de- 
voured by poultry and other animals, but has been 
employed as human food, as tar as it is 
without any disagreeable effects.

Con- 
trary to what weeonceive to be the true intent and 
meaning of the Kansas Nebraska act, the reso- 
lutions of the Cincinnati Platform. the Inaugural 
Address of Mr. Buchanan, the recommendations 
ot Governor Walker, the pledges of manv of the 
members of that Convention, the general expec- 
tations of the country, and in defiance of the true 
principles ol liberal Democratic government, 
that body has refused to submit its work fairly to 
the citizens of Kaiisa-. There is no honest sub- 
mission of the new constitution to the action 0! 
the people. It is provided that they may 
vote for "the constitution with slavery," or for 
"the constitution without slavery," but they can 
not vote against the constitution, no matter how 
much rim 111 if b.- opposed to its provisions. — 
l ii \ ue uot allowed an opportunity of saying 
win ! ber they do or do not desire the document 
framed by this Convention to be their fundament- 
al law, and by the abnegation of this privilege 
they are deprived of the full exercise ol that 
light of funning their owu institution.- to which 
they are entitled by every consideration of jus- 
tice and right. The proposed election is in a 
iess complete and more offensive form than that 
b* which Louis Napoleon obtained the contirina 
tiou of his assumption of the position of Emper 
or from the French people. While he refused to 
l \\ e tm m an opportunity to vote for such can 
didates as they preferred, he still submitted the 
proposition whether he should or should not be 
placed upon the throne. He at least gave them 
a chance to vote him iltnrn if they desired to do so. 
This right the Kansas Constitutional Convention 
11 1- r* - !used to the people of that Territory. The 
pervading idea of democratic government is, 
that all public representatives and ollicials are 
mere servants, whose highest duty is to guard 
the interests aud caryoutthe will of a higher 
power — that of the people, the ouly true sover- 
eigns. The Convention has acted as though it 
was the master instead of the servant — as though 
it was determined to fasten and make binding it.- 
action ujion its NMbMM, This strange and 
uujust proceeding necessitates the conviction 
that it was afraid of popular condemnation, afraid 
to trust its work to the free action of the people 
— afraid to do it* duty, aud to place the power of 
tiual judgment upon its proceedings where it be- 
ionged, in the hands of those most deeply inter- 
ested iu them. If the constitutiou suits a major- 
ity of the people of Kansas, they would vote for 
it in any event, and it would become their funda- 
mental law. If it does not conform to the views 
KM requirements of a majority of the citizens of 
Kansas, they should have an opportunity of vot 
ing against it. This propo si turn seems so clear 
that we are surprised that it should be questioned 
in any quarter. Even the Convention was not 
altogether destitute of some idea of the justice of 
this principle, for it proposes to leave the people 
to say whether they are to have the constitution 
vrilii or witltout slavery. What right had it to 
limit the power of the people to action upon mere 
ly one question, aud to confine their judgment 
even upon that by narrow boundaries? The 
whole power bclong'ed to the citizens of that Ter- 
ritory. There was no warrant for dividing it, and 
we can conceive no just and proper reason for 
thus dwarfing their sovereignty. The whole af- 
fair wears the aspect of a mere trick, an un- 
worthv expedient, which should meet with no fa 
vor. There are other features of this schedule 
of an extraordinary character, but we shall not 
comment upon them now. We regret and de 
plore the action of the Convention, and, consid- 
ering in how slight a degree it represented the 
whole body of the people of the Territory, are 
greatlv disappointed that it did not magnani 
moti-lv crown its labors by submitting them fully 
and fairly to all its citizens, aud thus have closed 
forever the m mths of those who have clamored 
so loudly against the Democratic party on the 
score of alleged frauds in Kansas, and brought 
the exciting drama of its Territorial difficulties 
to a tinal close. 



To the Editors of t)ie Yeoman ami CommonietaHb 
Newspapers, printed in the city ot Frankfort, Ky 
Gentlemen: However widely you may differ 
on questions purely political, there is one subject 
of political economy on which I have no doub t 
you agree.

dividual prosperity and the resources of the 
treasury.

gard to the propriety of sustaining the action f 
the Constifcitiotial Coniention in not referring the 
entire instrument to the people. Though differ 
ing radically, they parted friends, appointing 
another interview for discussing the same subject. 
Some of their mutual friends hope for a recon 
filiation, but the hope is fallacious, their differ- 
ences being too radical to admit of compromise 
Open hostility seems inevitable. Walker's op 
positiou m the constitution is not founded on the 
slavery clause, which is only partially submitted 
to the people, but on the refusal of the conven 
tiou, to permit the people to vote against as well 
as for the constitution. He regards this as a vio 
lat ; on of the federal constitution, the Kansas and 
NetN ka bill, of popular sovereignty, and the 
r ghts of self government. The President ex- 
pressed the opinion that if the Constitutional 
Convention was authorised by Congress, he is 
bound to sustain its action, whatever it may be. 
Gov. Walker holds the application of the Presi 
dent's doctrine to sustain the refusal to submit 
the entire constitution to the popular vote, to be 
a simple assertion of the right ol Congress to 
force any constitution ou the Territory, instead 
of leaving it to the people to decide for them 
selves. Gov. Walker has never yet seen the 
constitution, aud nobody outside of Kansas knows 
what it is — all efforts of the Government to ob 
tain a copy have failed. It is feared that its 
signers will be di i\ c I out of the Territory. The 
constitution is coi spurious, and it is be- 

lieved that tii/ Sta't ejj\ eminent can never be set 
in motion unless by the federal arms.
